As the fire spread and grew iu 
intensity and volume, the wind in- 
creased, and shingles and sparks rained 
down on the portion of the tewo lying 
in its path. Sheets of flying fire 
were toro off the surging mountain, 
aod lit blocks away, wrapping them- 
selves around their doomed victims 
with deadly effect. In one hour the 
fire was flying in full viger from Hager- 
man's corner to the planing mill, ever 
three blocks away, back to Becond 
street, and across the track, taking in 
Smith's Academy of Music, the three 
— warehouses, and the Depot Hotel. 
nen the fast train west turned 
the corner of Poor's ranch the sight 
was an appalling ove for Reno passen- 
ers, among whom were M. C. Lake, 
ouie Dean, aud others. The Baptist 
church was throwing up a blaze as 
high as Brother Arnold’s prayers used 
to 605 and the smoke was rolling 
up frem the whole south side as 
though all of Reno's sins were be- 
ing wiped out by a fiery atonement. 
From the other side of the car a 
blaze could be seen between the new 
Catholic school building and the 
Gazetre office.

from the workings of the society. Te 
say that institutions of this order“ 
bas a hard road to travel, is only to 
admit the experience of every state in 
the Unien. Our citizens remembering 
the first days of this organization, and 
knowing how hard it has been to se- 
eure the societies welfare have natur- 
ally felt proud ef the property which 
has grown up about them, and the 
signs, everywhere visible, that the so- 
ciety was working eut good results 
fer the state, Through dark days 
they have followed its fortunes and 
although a state institution in the pub- 
lic sense, its own members have 
shouldered its burdens. After the 
bard times of fhe past year anether 
hour of need was coming for the so- 
ciety, and our citizens were nerving 
themselves for another struggle, sat- 
isfied that the state must at last rec- 
Ognize its legitimate property and 
help to relieve it. The society has 
never restricted its benefits, but its 
resources have always been limited to 
asection. Its usefulness has always 
been broad as the state, and the ‘fact 
should be admitted. Our citizens 
have dene much to build up an _insti- 
tution which is already a source of 
pride. They have always come to its 
rescue in times ef need, and they were 
preparing to rescue it from danger 
ence more. After the disaster of 
yesterday they cannot do so. It is 
simply an impossibility. Shall all 
that has been done go for naught? 
Will the state suffer one of its most 
useful possessions to pass away for 
want of the help which has been too 
long delayed now? We have denewhat 
we ceuld; we would have done more 
but that is new impossible. Let the 
legislature decide whether an earnest 
and unselfish labor like this shall be 
of no avail because some 
scores of honest men and 
worthy Citizens find the 
presperity and industry of years swept 
away. We call the immediate and 
earnest attention of our representa- 
tives to this subject.

SHALL WE INCORPORATE. 


If yesterdays hard experience con- 
veys any lesson, we sheuld try to 
profit by it, though it may seem like 
a very small needle in an enormeus 
haystack. The necessity ef incorpora- 
tien is more evident than ever. A 
town government should at once be 
organized, and fire limits established, 
inside ef which ne woeden house 
should be allowed, unless, perhaps red- 
wood houses under certain conditions, 
might be permitted. Stovepipes should 
be inspected, and none allowed to run 
through the reef, and the rubbish 
lying about the alleys should be 
cleaned out mecilessly. The Gazetre 
has been comparstively silent upon 
this impertant subject for the reasen 
that certain members assured us that 
ageceral law was to be introduced, 
which wefld permit any town te in- 
corporate. In case of its failure a 
special act was te be put through for 
eur benefit. The session is nearing 
its end, and we advise our citizens to 
insist upon this matter without delay.

A TRUE PROPHET . 


IS. F. Exchange.) 
The Reno, Nevada Gazetre for 
many weeks recently endeavored to 
arouse the people of Reno to a sense of 


their danger from fire. Every day it had 
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sight equal to the French jeurnalists 
whe occasionally mentien Ohio as a 
town in the state of Cincinnati, er 
Chicage in the county ef Omaha. He 

“The pretty little town of Reno, 
Nevada—the junctien of the Central 
Pacific and Virginia & Truckee rail- 
roads—is in ashes. A fire broke eut 
yesterday meruing, while the wind 
was blow! a driving gale, and in 
two hours the whole tewn, with the 
exc@ tion of ene er two buildings, 
was an ash heap- a mass of smoulder- 
ing embers. The populatien have 
thus been left homeless, and in a 
majority of cases utterly destitute. 
The loss will reach over ene million 
dollars, out of which there does not 
seem to be over two hundred thous- 
and dollars insurance. Reno owed 
its existence to the building ef 
the Central Pacific railway. [It was 
for a short time the eastern termina 
tion ef the read, and before the cen- 
struction of the V. & T. was the 
shipping point for Virginia and Car- 
son cities. Of late years the town has 
rather lived on the glory of the past. 
It was the centre of an agricultural 
region of more or less extent, and one 
or two manufacturers had established 
themselves there. We doubt if the 
town will be rebuilt as before. There 
will continue to be a settlement there 
for it is the junction of two railreads, 
but as an important town the days of 
Reno are probably over.” 


“With the exception ef one or two 
buildings” is good. The glory of the 
past” en which we have been living of 
late years seems to be pretty good fod- 
der. The townhas grown two hun- 
dred per cent. on it in the last feur or 
five years. It is well that we are 
still te have a “settlement” bere as it 
might be bad for the four or five 
thousand people who ewn houses and 
do business here if the Steck Report 
decided that it did not desire avy 
settlement. We had an idea that 
Reno owed its existence in part to the 
two hundred squaremilesof fine farming 
lands in which it lies; to the business 
of Washee county of which it is the 
capital; to the Comstock lode which 
draws upen it for many of its sup- 
plies; to the country north for two 
hundred miles for which it is the 
depot; to the timber belt up and 
down the Truckee river and one or 
twe ether little advantages whieh it 
possesses over Colfax and Palisade. 


INSIST ON YOUR RIGHTS. 


We are informed that one or two 
insurance companies have raised ob- 
jections te claims made against them 
by men who have paid them money 
in good faith for policies. If any 
company tries to take advantage of 
peeple here who have lost their prop- 
erty, we hope they will make the 
facts public, and we offer them free 
use of the Gazette for the purpose. 
We would faver the creation of a fund 
to be devoted to the collection of all 
just claims against such companies. 
There are probably very few agents 
who would crawl out of such a small 
hole as a legal’ technicality, but there 
are seme, and we would give them law 
eneugh te spoil the profits. There 
are some of our citizens who are new 
tee poer to prosecute their claims, 
and they shonld not be imposed upon. 
If a fund is found necessary, the 
relief committee may perhaps do 
sowething, and all who are able, will 
give a little. The Gazerrs is willing 
to help. 


SE PRETO ily, SRT 
AN EVENTFUL CAREER. 


Ex-govervor Hartraaft, of Pennsyl 
vania, has had an unusual Career as a 
politician. He was elected to the 
gubernatorial seat by a scratch, by the 
Republican party, with a large part of 
which he was intensely unpopular. 
Before his term expired, however, he 
completely turned the tide, and be- 
came as great a favorite as he was hate- 
ful before. At Cincinnati he received 
quite a respectable vote for the presi- 
dential candidacy. Since that time 
he has been appointed ‘postmaster at 
Philadelphia, and is now talked of for 
sheriff of the county. That office will 
render him independent ef politics 
fer life. The enormous fees of such 
effices ought to attract better mena 
than have sough them heretefore. A 
few such candidates as Gov. Hartranft 
would create u new fashion, among 
statesmen, and the fat offices might be 
kept as areward for the worthy, in- 
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securing t 
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are finding their berth by no means a 
pleasant one in many respects. The 
numbers of people trying to palm them- 
selves off as fire sufferers is surprisingly 
large. Many of them lock as if they 
had been in the Chictgo fire and 
had not been clothed or fed since. 
Quite a number ef sneak-theives have 
turned up, ene ef whom passed a res- 
elution to give Brether Jenvey a lick- 
ing, but it was veteed as seon as he 
saw that the preacher didn’t scare. 
He was a big fat fellow, and Mr. Jen- 
vey had his mind made up te runa 
tunnel right through him if he began 
the job. Many of eur peeple seam to 
think that all whe met with losses 
are at liberty te draw upon the com- 
mittee for anything they want as long 
as the supplies last. All such are mis- 
taken. The people abroad sent in 
necessaries te prevent suffer- 
ing, not to replace losses. Any one 
whe would otherwise go hungry and 
cold is perfectly welcome to whatever 
he needs; anyone however, though he 
he may be hungry and cold, and at 
the game time lias plenty ef money or 
property is not supposed to be fed or 
clothed by the committee. Several 
such people have made very unreason- 
able demands on the committee and 
have blustered considerably because 
they did not receive enough consider- 
ation to please them. The committee 
is composed of men io whem Reno 
and her benefacters all Lave entire 
confidence. They are doing good and 
faithful work without acent of pay, 
and their labors deserve a better rec- 
ognition than the growlings of sore- 
headed bears.

MORAL COURAGE, 


A great many loafers escape the 
chain gang because citizens lack the 
moral courage to swear to a complaint 
against them.

“He that ruleth his epirit is better than he 
that taketh a city.“ Proverbs, xiv, 32. 

Selomon knew full well the weight 
ef these words, surrounded as he 
was, by all the wealth of an oriental 
monarch, and beset at every tura with 
all the delicacies that pamper the ap- 
petites of sensuous man. He knew 
that a warrior loaded with the spoils 
of victory and hailed as a hero, was 
nothing compared to the humble me- 
nial who had his spirit under subjec- 
tion. He was aware that although he 
ruled the greatest kingdem on earth, 
in wealth, the man whe had conquered 
his spirits was more to be praised, for 
the spirit of self, the propensities of 
the body, are dominions which are al- 
most uncenquerable within them- 
selves. But when once conquered, 
maa is raised above the contaminating 
influences of vice and sin. 

THE PRINCIPLE OF INDIVIDUALISM. 


Men are separate and distinct beings.

A Gazetre reperter has been 
spending the day in inspecting the 
safes rescued from the ruins and ‘io 
gathering notes as to their condition. 
The result of this investigatien proves 
beyond all doubt that the Hall safe 
manufactured in Cincinnati, O., is the 
most reliable safe represected. There 


were safes from half a dozen different 
manufactories in the fire and their con- 
tents were in all stages between a 
scorch and utter ruin. Some had to 
he blown open, others cut te pieces 
with chisels; some were a mass of 
broken plaster and warped plates. 
Others seemed sound on the outside 
while within there was nothing saved. 
Some lost knobs, others had the com- 
bination completely upset. In every 
case the Hall’s safe apened without 
a hammer er chisel and the con- 
tents were wholly untouched. 
County treasorer’s safe (Hall’s) lay in a 


stream of burning oil was running for 
eighteen hours, andas some of it 
cooled off Mr. Boyd opened it with- 
out the least hesitation and the con- 
tents were as good as new.
